exhausted, trying in vain to arrange the 
avalarche of clothing that had plurged upon 

Goods made up, half made, unmade, 
or worn out—it made no difference. If they 
bad not been paid for,in they came and 
ciled themselves up to the ceilings, knock- 
iag against, in their entrance, and 
someiimes battling furious for right of way 
with, the bales and boxes of impuried goods 
that were determined to get out and return 
somehow to their owners across the oceaa. 
Aud so it was, more or less, with every other 
kind of store, wholesale or retail. Every where 
ihe streets were full of wide gaps, made by 
houses whose materjal had dispersed to pile 
themselves in brick-yards and lumber-yards. 
Many a church looked one-third or three- 
fourths in ruins, and whole blucks were left 
without roofs or upper stories. Whatever 
proportion was paid for was left, and nothing 
over. in the markets tie stalls were halt 
empty; but it was just as well, for only half 
the usual pumber of customers were there. 
If any one owed a debt, all bis money van- 
ished from pocket-book and bank, and not a 
dollar but what was really his remained 
wherewith to purchase anything. The only 
Class that seemcd unaffected by this summury 
guipg into liquidation were the hand-to- 
mouth people on day’s wages or small 
salaries, They, poor devils, never having 
been able to obtain credit, were compara- 
tively unt,uched in ther penury by the 
storm of 1uin going on about them. But 
Otherwise it was mostly a break-fastless, 
dinnerless—a wild ang desperate New York 
that I saw between that suu’s_ rise 
and its setti-g.

TAX MATTERS. 


The Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
has addressed a circular letter to all Collec- 
tors of Internal Revenue calling their atten-

It is beiieved that a fair and deliberate 
conference betv.een the State and her credit- 
ors would result substantially in the settle 
meat now propored—a settlement providing 
for the payment of such reduced interest fu: 
the time being as may correspond with our 
reduced means and for such greater interes! 
uereafter as will steadily increase with our 
increasing population and resources; so that 
ihe whole debt as heretofore assumed to- 
vether with the full interest as now agreed 
wili be discharged ultimately, and just as 
qaickly as the best ability of the State will 
permit. 

It would bind us to do now what we are 
able to do, and it would posipone so much 
of our undertakings as we are unable to per 
form. ‘To do Jess on our part is repudiation. 
To do more is to plunge the commonwealth 
in'o the abyss of bankruptcy. 

The Governor recommends; the appoint- 
ment of two commissioners on behalf of the 
State, representing its best financial skill acd 
experience, to be charged wi h the reacjust- 
ment of the public indehtedneegs by confer- 
ence with such agent as may be depicted by 
tbe creditors to meet them. 

He further says it is not impossible that an 
arrangement might be made for further se- 
curing the debt and r lieving ourselves. Ino 
view of well settled priaciples of public law, 
it is demonstrably true that the United states 
by interposiog between us and our creditors 
aud divesting anu destroying the original 
enuty of the commonwealth, became liabie 
for atleast so much of her debt as ia due to 
fon-resident creditors. When the present 
financial panic shall pass away it may be 
reasonably expecied that the common 
government, which received wealth 
and power from the munificence of 
Virginia in the past will, at the least, 
aid us with meagre justice of a loan, 
of its bonds or credit to be used in securing 
and extinguishing the public debt.. As ger- 
main to the general object of the message of 
tho Governor, he transmits a communics 
tion from the attorneys of Baring Bros. & 
Co. asking repayment of the amount ad- 
vanced by that house for the State on ac. 
count of isterest on the debt, which suin is 
not larger than the State can at once pay, 
and constitutes a debt of honor which is 
cummicnoucd to faverable action.
